Henry 
Brucks was 
born in 
Hoit- 
wick, Province of Westphalia, G er­ 
ms! y, February 16, 1838. 
In 1845 be 
left hit hi.me with his patents, r t e 
brother 
(the late Judge B. Bruck-), 
and two sisters (Mrs 
Gertrude Sau- 
ter of D ’Hanis and another who died 
enroute) to seek their fortune in A m er­ 
ica. 
Prior to sailing the intention of 
the elder Brucks had been to go to 
Brm k'yn, 
N. Y., 
where he had a 
brother, but while waiting for pas­ 
sage at Bremen he was persuaded bv 
one of Henry Castro’s agents to take 
his family to Texas. 
A fter a longhand 
tiresome voyage the vessel(AlbertHia), 
which wa- to have made tho harbor at 
Corpus Christi, drifted to Port Lavaca, 
where the landing was made. 
The immigrant- were now conveyed 
with ox carts to San Antonio and later 
to Quihi, which was C astro’s latest 
settlement. W nile crossing the Medina 
river the Brucks family lost everything 
they hail brought with them, and w ere 
thus left to the mercy of the rest of j 
the colonists.
